were frightfully mangled. 
The Span- 


iards who were unhurt fled back down 
the mountain in a panic. I am sure 
that in the attempt to carry the moun- 
tain the Spaniards lost 1,200 men in 
killed alone. 


"At night Maceo learning that Wey- 


ler would again attempt to storm the 
position, decided to withdraw to en- 
trenchments further west. 
Two days 


later this second line of entrench- 
ments was attacked by Gen. Echague 
with 10,000 men. The Spaniards made 
repeated cKarges, bxit in every case 
were repulsed with terrible loss. In this 
battle John Lind used the dynamite 
g-un which the Three Friends recently 
delivered to Maceo with terrible effect.

Mr. Bryan receives 801,505 votes more 
than Mr. Cleveland got in 1892; ho 
carries 175 of the 447 electoral votes;

ries 13 of the old Southern states and 
0 of the Northern. 
A change of less 


than 25,000 votes in seven states, every 
one of which the Democrats would

Fruits and Vegetables Which Sluy Ke Put 


Up in tho I'all. ' 


Long after all the fruits in the garden 


arc safely put a.way for win tor, there 
arc slill many vegetables that, have 
escaped (he frost that make excellent 
pickles, both sweet and sour. The green 
tomatoes and the green nuishine.lons are 
excellent for this purpose. The ripened 
cucumber in seer and yellow age, usu- 
ally supposed to be valueless for any- 
thing1 but seed, makes a most delicious 
cliowchow and a good sweet pickle. 
Hard wild apples, in most parts of om- 
country the food of the ca.ttle in the 
field, make one of the most delicious 
pickled and spiced fruits we. 'have. 
Sliced with tihe skins nnd corcp, they 
make an excellent jelly. Make this jelly 
just like a crab apple jell}-. To spice ap- 
ples, remove the stems and newel's. 
Prick them. For four pounds of apples, 
neld two pounds of sugar, one ounce of 
cassia buds, one ounce of whole cloves 
and one stick of cinnamon, with a pint 
of vinegar. Put the apples over in a 
porcelain-lined kettle. 
Cover 
them 


•closely and let them cook until they 
are tender enough to be pierced with a 
broom splint, but not till they break 
into pieces. 


Barberries are fit for preserving un- 


til after they arc thoroughly ripened 
by frost. 
Like the persimmon of the 


south, thon they acquire a peculiar 
softness of fla,vor. Gather the barber- 
ries carefully. 
Unless they ure very 


poor in quality thc,y can be gathered so 
carefully from the bush that they will 
i.ot need looking over for leaves. Tut 
them in a large porcelain-lined keV 
tie to make jelly, with a little water to 
prevent them burning on the bottom. 
Let them come slowly to the boiling 
point, and cook for about 20 minutes, 
until thoroughly softened. Strain the 
juice from them through a cloth into a 
stone- pot.
